3. COMMENT: US AND CANADIAN NADREPS PRESSED FOR ITEM I 
TO BE QUOTE DEVELOPMENT AND OBJECTIVES OF THE DIALOG UN- 
QUOTE TO ALLOW CANADIAN REP TO MAKE PLANNED INTERVENTION 
AND ALLOW US OPPORTUNITY TO DEFINE GOALS AS WE INTERPRET 
THEM. CAMPANA WAS INFLEXIBLE ON CANADIAN WORDING BUT 
OFFERED QUOTE INTRODUCTION BY CHAIRMAN UNQUOTE AS COMPRO- 
MISE. HE UNDERSTANDS CANADIANS WILL STILL HAVE INTERVEN- 
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TION AT THAT TIME AND US REP MAY, IF HE SO CHOOSES, MAKE 
REMARKS. CAMPANA EVEN OBJECTED TO INNOCUOUS TITLE OF 
QUOTE INTRODUCTORY REMARKS UNQUOTE. 

4. UNDER II. IEPG PANEL CHAIRMAN WILL INTRODUCE TOPICS AS 
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PREVIOUSLY PUT FORWARD BY IEPG AND AGREED BY US AND CANADA. 
USNADREP EXPLAINED TO CAMPANA THAT WE WOULD LIKE MORE OF AN 
EXPLANATION FROM IEPG ON INFORMATION EXCHANGE AS TO EXACTLY 
WHAT THEY HAVE IN MIND. ON ITEM B AND C, CAMPANA INSISTED 
ON USING WORDING FROM ORIGINAL ANNEXES TO AMBASSADOR. 
INTERNATIONAL STAFF WILL REISSUE ANNEXES AND AGENDA AS CNAD 
DOCUMENTS. 

5. ON OPEN-ENDED AD HOC WORKING GROUP FOR OBSTACLES, IF US 
AGREES TO NEED FOR SUCH A GROUP, WE SHOULD BE PREPARED TO 
TABLE A MORE DEFINITIVE LIST FOR TERMS OF REFERENCE FOR 
GROUP WHICH CLEARLY REFLECTS TWO-WAY APPROACH TO PROBLEM. 
WE SHOULD ALSO DISCUSS EXPERTISE OF REPRESENTATIVES REQUIRED 
FOR SUCH A GROUP AND TIMETABLE. CAMPANA HAS TOLD US THEY 
HAVE ADDITIONAL ITEMS WHICH SUCH A GROUP SHOULD INVESTIGATE 
WHICH INCLUDES SUCH ITEMS AS SECURITY, ETC. THE SECOND 

LIST MAY NOT BE READY TO PRESENT TO US UNTIL AFTER 3-4 APR 
MEETING OF IEPG NADS. 

6. FOR ITEM IV, FUTURE DISCUSSION TOPICS, US AND CANADA 
MAY USE THIS OPPORTUNITY TO PROPOSE BROADENING OF DIALOG 
TO INCLUDE TOPICS MENTIONED IN PREVIOUS CORRESPONDENCE. 

ONE SPECIFIC OUTCOME FROM THIS DISCUSSION SHOULD BE AGENDA 
FOR TAD PORTION OF 25-26 APR CNAD. INTERNATIONAL STAFF 
WILL PREPARE PAPER AFTER 20 MARCH MEETING TO FORM BASIS OF 
TAD AT CNAD MEETING. 

7. US HAS AT LEAST FOUR OPPORTUNITIES TO DISCUSS GOALS 
AND TWO-WAY NATURE OF TAD AS WE SEE THEM: 

- (1) UNDER I TO JOIN WITH CANADIAN REP (WHICH WE 
ENDORSE); 

- (2) UNDER H B CALLING ATTENTION TO BIASED TITLE OF 
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PAPER; 

- (3) UNDER III WHERE WE COULD EMPHASIZE NEED TO 
EXPLORE OBSTACLES BOTH WAYS; OR, 
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- (4) UNDER IV WHERE WE COULD PROPOSE FUTURE TOPICS 
WITH TWO-WAY NATURE OF DIALOG AS UNDERLYING PREMISE. 

ANY COMBINATION OF 1-4 IS ALSO A REASONABLE APPROACH. END 
COMMENT.
